Russia's Important Gains Onder

LotiDON, Ool). 24.— The Marquis of Water- 
ford, whoso death ocourrod yesterday, was 
found on the floor of his Btudy at Curragh- 
more by a maid at 7:30 o'olook yesterday 
morning. Ho was lying In a pool of blood 
and *ho top oE his head had boon blown off. 
He Had been seen a few minutes previously 
emerging from his library, a oigaretto In 
his mouth and seemed to bo at that tlmo In 
his usual condition. It Is suggested that 
the fowling pioco which was found on the 
floor noar him was disohargod accidentally. 

A diaputch to the Times from Paris aays 
that the fotea in celebration ot the contenary 
of tho French Inatituto have oommoncod. 
Tho dolegates include Senor Emillo Caste- 
lar, tho Spanish statesman and author ; Lord 
Kolvin, of Glasgow University ; Prof. Max 
Mueller ; W. E. H. Leckey, the hiatorlan ; 
and President l'aure. There wore pro?ent|ab 
tho ceremonies moan o! the diplomats. 

A Berlin despatoh to the Times aaya that 
Baron Hummorstein, tho Prussian Minister 
of Agriculture at Ratiabon, yesterday said 
that the Imperial government was deliber- 
ating how to moot tho serious danger aris- 
ing from tho fall In tbo prioe of silver. His 
romarks, however, wore aomewhab obscure, 
and It ie bellved oan bo aoarcoly interpreted 
as favoring measures looking to bimetallism. 

The Chronicle aaya : " Noedleaa com- 
ment haa been made on Ambaaaador Bay- 
ard'a abaonce from Lord Salisbury's usual 
Wednesday reception at the foreign office. 
No discourtesy was intended. Mr. Bayard, 
in accordanae with tho diplomatic cuatom, 
awaita Lord Salisbury's anewor to hia do- 
apatch rogardlng Venezuela and dooa 
not need to personally attend till 
the anawor ia forthcoming. Lord Sallabury 
will poaaibly send an answer to day. Per- 
fectly friendly rolationa exlab between tho 
two countries." 

The Btoamahip Canton has arrived at an 
Algerian porb from Madagascar with'invalid 
soldiera of the Frenoh expeditionary corps 
wblob haB boon operating against the Hovaa. 
Sixty-four deatha occurred among the mon 
on the journey from Madagascar. 

The correspondent of the Times at Hong- 
kong learna from a reliable aouroe that by 
the reoently conoludeti Rubbo Chinese treaty 
Russia obtains the right to anohor her fleet 
at Porb Arthur, and to construct and work 
under Russian administration railways from 
Nertohiuik and Isltsihar to VladivoBtock, 
and from Isiteihur to Porb Arbhur, bogether 
with other commercial advantages to which 
the Kuost favored nation olaus-a is nob appli- 
cable. But the Chinose reserve the option 
to purohaao the railways twenty yeara hence 
at a price to be arraoged hereafter. 

Count Inouye, formorly Japanese minis- 
tor to Korea, haa started again for Korea 
as special ambaaaador. Thirty-six shoshl 
were arroBted on the arrival of the Urijini 
from Korea. 

The Standard this morning haa further de- 
tails from ita correspondent at Constant!- 
nople regarding bho oxeoubion of tho fifty 
young Turks who were arreated on Saturday 
on a charge of oxcoaaes during the recent 
Armenian riots. 

The wookly statement of |the Bank of 
England, issued to-day, shows tho following 
changes bb oompared with previous ao- 
counta : Total reaerve, inorooaod £788.000; 
circulation, decreaaod £420,000 ; bullion, 
increased £367*933 ; other aoouritiea, in- 
creased £251,000 ; other deposits, Increased 
£167,000 ; publio deposits, Increased £121,- 
000 ; notes roaorvu, increased £760.000 ; 
government securities, decreased £785,000. 
The proportion of tho Bank of England's ro- 
aprve to liabilities, which waa last week 
56 92, ia now 58.06 per cent. 



THE ALASKAN BOUNDARY. 

Claima of Home of the Local Agitators— De- 
nunciation of Brltlah Pretensions. 

SEATTLE, Oct. 24 — Tho agitation of tho 
Alaska boundary aurvoy question has been 
taken up by tho American residents of 
Juneau, and a move Is now boing made to 
form a boundary club to koop the people 
and tho government fully alive to tho dan- 
ger of losing the invaluable Yukon mines. 
As indicated, tho war cry, " Ten marino 
leagues or fight," is being sounded. 

G. B. Swineheart, editor of tho Alaeka 
Mining Reoord at Juneau, who is now in 
this city sayB : "If England oan c fleet an 
entrance bo tho Yukon country, she will bo 
satisfied and hopeB to accomplish that objeeb 
by Dyea iuleb as a port of entry- She will 
also try to obtain Annot Island, but will 
waive that and all other considerations in 
order bo control tho rloh mines in tho north. 
She would undoubtedly rolinquiah her olaim 
to the roat of the territory to gain her ood, 
and if ahe succoedod, wo might as woll givo 
up any olaim on Alaska." 

W. Otla Smith, oditor of the Abakan, 
published ab Sitka, la also in tho city. Ho 
says: " All England wants ia a seaport at 
tho entrance to tho Yukon country, and alio 
haa raised this protoudod olaim on bho south- 
ern hour 2ary so that qhe may figuro In the 
eyes oi ' tho world aa magnanimous. Sho 
will forego thlB olaim magnanimouBly if the 
United States will admit bho claims ahe ia 
Betting up In tho Cblloat country, and let 
hor havo a seaport giving access bo tho 
Yukon. But tho boundary has long boon 
established and I do noo aeo why we should 
bubmib anybhing to arbitration." 

Ontario Horses In England, 

Toronto, Oot, 24. — Tho following ia the 
Evening Telegram's speoial cable, dated 
London, Oat. 24 : " Soven out of bwonty- 
five Canadian horses offered for sale at Aid- 
ridge's ropoaitory to-day, averaged twenty- 
Bix gulnoaa oaoh. Owing to the immenao 
number of Canadian horaea lately imported 
and placed upon the market, the demand 
was poor and the prices oonecquently weak.

17.— (Per stoamer Mari- 
posa via San Franoiaoo, Cal., Oct. 24.)— The 
board of healbh has raised the quarantine, 
and Honolulu is once more a dear port.

DURRANT STILL UNMOVED.. 

No Emotion Betrayed When the Prosecuting 
Counsel Demands His Life at the 
Hands of the Jury. 

San Francisco, Oot. 24 —During the ad- 
dress of ProsocutlngjAttorney Peixotto, Rev. 
George Gibaon, of Emanuel ohuroh, occupied 
a seat near tho jury box and paid close at- 
tention to tho speaker. Durranb aab indif- 
ferent In hia uaual place by his abtorneya, 
surrounded by his father, mother, and a 
number of friends. Durranb bobrayed no 
emotion or feeling oven when ao- 
uuaed of murders whioh were com- 
pared with tho crimes of ' Jack 
the Ripper In the Whiteohapol distriob 
of London. Hia mother however looked 
more thoughtful and depreaaed than 3he haa 
at any other timo ainoe tho trial began. 
When Mr. Peixoto oloBed bis argument at 
3:30 o'olock, Gen. Dickenson for tho defenoe, 
asked for a discontinuance until Monday in 
ordor that Attorney Duprey might make 
the opening argumont for bho defence. Dis- 
triob Attorney Barnes objected to the delay 
and as the court was opposed to granting 
the continuance, the motion was deniod. 



PECULIAR MANOEUVRING. 

A Chinese Leper Transferred From Kamloops 
to Lite Darcey iBland 
Lazaretto. 

Constable McKonna yesterday took tho 
Kamloops lepor, Ah Sam, out bo Daroy is- 
land. The unfortunate Chinaman made tho 
voyage in a small boat, towed by the pro- 
vincial police launah, whioh upon its return 
waB sunk and thoroughly washed out with a 
aolution of moroury. On leaving Kamloops 
bho Chinaman was placod in a big box oar 
in whioh nob a pound of frolghb was abowed. 
In this way ho rcaohed Vancouver. Thero 
Olfioer McKonna waa obiigod to aoouro a b'g 
wooden box for his transportation on the 
Charmor. ThiB structure waa tudoly put 
together, a big hole in bhe bop having been 
loft for air purposoa. After boing placod on 
board tho atcamor tho Chinaman remem- 
bered that ho was hungry and mado known 
hia wanta in a somewhat surprising way. 
All of a sudden a Chinaman's faco 
badly disfigurod with leprosy, mado its ap 
pearanco through bho hole, and bho cry " Mo 
very hungry " was speedily responded to. It 
waa luBb spring t jab this man's condition waa 
firat mado known to whito peoplo. Ho had 
been working with a gang cutting wood for 
tho C.P.R. They had all wintered togothor 
in a amall hut, tho lopor being treated 
by his associates, regardless of his awful 
diaoaao. Whon first dlaooverod b,y whlto 
peoplo the lepor disappeared and ia bolioved 
bo havo apenb tho summer in a little shanty 
four mileB from Kamloopa ab a place known 
as Notoh Hill. There ho remained until a 
few days ago. Ho in a man of middlo age 
and has resided in British Columbia eleven 
yeara. Besides haviDg face aores hia toes are 
all gone. Whon ho joined hia proaenb follow 
colonists ab bho Island all met him aavo one, 
and that ono has hidden himaolf on oaoh 
oooaslon that a vlalt has beon paid to tho 
island.- Vesterday a aecond lepor tvaa ro- 
ported bo be living near Swan lako, bub for- 
tunatoly report waB nob oorreob. The reai- 
denta of tho locality v/oro living in droad of 
him and consequently hia removal olaewhero 
waa ordored as ho has been living tho llfo of 
a vagrant.

Low Prices an Unsatisfactory Feature— De- 
crease In the Number of Skins 
Offered. 

In the Monetary Times just received the 
following paragraph appears, which will bo 
of interest to thoao ooncernod In the London 
fur markob : " Tho fur sales held by 
Mossrs. C. M. Lampson & Co. in London 
during the week were nob entirely satisfac- 
tory in point of prioea. Oa Tuesday 65,000 
African monkey ekinB wore offered, and 48,- 
000 withdrawn ; 17,000 skins wore sold from 
40 to 60c. per skin. African producers aro 
reported to have bold out for prioea, whioh 
accounts for the large number withdrawn 
The number of skina offered was less than 
one-half tho number offered in Ootober, 1S94, 
and the prioea, baaed on the averago of the 
June aale, were from 10 to 30 per cent, off 
in white fox, wolf and bear skins, while 
martea and red fox skins roso 10 to 15 per 
cent, over the same B&le, sable, beaver and 
other skins having suffered no ohango. The 
following la a summary of the offerings, the 
advances and declines, compared with the 
prices at the Juno sale :

Tne Globo this afternoon says : "There ia 
little likelihood of anothor British ohallenger 
entering the Hat for a raco in 1890. Lord 
Dunravon cortalnly will not do eo until a 
oourae la provided where competitors will 
have fair play." 

The Pall Mall Gazette this afternoon re- 
marks : " Mr. Rose has done right in with- 
drawing. Had ho won the cup, ib would 
forever havo lost the international signi- 
ficance whioh now attaohes to it. If the 
oup is to retain its significance for British 
yachtsmen, it must bo sailed as Lord Dun- 
raven domands, ovor an unobstruoted 
course, and Lord Dunraven has unquestion- 
ably tho first right to a match under such 
conditions." 

The Daily Nowa Bays : " Mr. Rose's with- 
drawal Ib not Burpriaing, but it is ourioua 
that ho has takon ao long to discover the 
objeotionable interpretation put upon his 
offer. Still, better late than nover. Wo 
must wait a little on both sides till we 
have oooled jown before beginning a now 
race. A year is but a span in tho life of 
nationa, and oven next year would bo at 
least a year too soon." 

The Daily Graphio referring to tho with- 
drawal, thinks that tho Royal Victoria 
Yacht Club is old enough to know better 
than to endorse Mr. Rose's challenge, "The 
withdrawal from a false position hotter 
serveB the interest of International yachting 
than the viotory of the Distant Shore would 
have done. Ib Is a matter for congratula- 
tion that Mr. Rose has thus expreBBed con- 
fidence in Lord Dunraven.

THE MONROE DOCTRINE. 

W. T. Stead Thinks Anierlean Sentiment Re- 
tarding the Venezuelan Frontier 
Should Kot Be Belittled. 

London, Oct. 24 — W. T. Stead has a long 
article this afternoon in the Westminster 
Gazette on " Monroeism," during whioh he 
Bays : " Englishmen would do well not bo 
belittle the significance of the ebullition of 
American sentiment on tho question of 
Venezuelan frontier. It must be takon 
with the UBual discount, and is no doubt 
due to a systom by whioh foreign affairs aro 
dlaouBsed by bawling journalists rather than 
by suave diplomats, bub Ib is sorious never 
theless. Ita gravity consists in two facts 
neither of which appear to have anything to 
do with the merits of the question in dis- 
pute. In the first) plaoe, for the first time 
since the civil war Amerloana have built a 
navy of which thoy have aome reason to b 
proud, and whioh eoaner or lator they will 
use against Bomebody. In the aeoond place, 
It is equally significant, the American proBs 
assureB us, that the Monroe dootrine has 
boen informally adopted as tho national 
faith ol tho Amerloan people, and tho dia 
paboh Benb to the Now York World ie prob 
ably baBed on truth. 

" Considering tho disreputable charaotor 
of the Venezuelan government, it eeemB ex- 
traordinary that a civilized power should 
contemplate such a crime as trying to 
thrust a peaceablo region under tho rule or 
government of Spanish-American adven- 
turors, whose only olaim to tho sympathy of 
tho United States ia that they call their 
anaroby a republic and fly a flag whioh 
does not 11 y outside of tho Western Homis 
phoro. Wo do not foar arbitration, but, Ijo- 
fore it begins, reparation must bo mado for 
tho high handed violation of the territory 
governed by Greab Britain,"

CATHOLICS AND PROTESTANTS. 

Significance of the Recent Papal Encyclical- 
Father Dnccy'B Opinion. 

New York, Out. 24,— The World says : 
It has boon suggested that tho papal onoy- 
olioal published a few days ago warning the 
CatholicB of the Unitod Statoa that thoy 
mnflb not promiscuously aesoolato in public 
meetings with Protestants was a blow aimed 
at Bishop Keane of the Catholio university 
and all thoao who were prominent in the 
oongroas of religions hold in Chicago during 
the Columbian exposition. Rev. Father 
Thomaa J, Ducey, rootorof St. Loo's ohuroh, 
aald last night : 

" A short time ago Loo XIII sent oub an 
onoyclloal to tho whole world asking pruyora 
for Christian unity. Numbers of Protest- 
ant gentlemen havu called on me slnoo tho 
appearance of thia last encyclical and asked 
mo ibs moaning. I have rooolvod no official 
communication about tho onoyolioal. I do 
nob bellove ib is uiraod at Cardinal GIbbonB, 
Arohblshop Ireland, or the reotor of the 
Cabhollo univoralby. Somo enemy has 
i'irown thia hint oub to tho publio. 

" I have rocolvod a lobtor recently from 
my Roman correspondent In which ho says : 
' In a short time the matter will bo given to 
the Amorican press assorting that a hard 
blow is about to bo administered to certain 
eminent eccleslaatloala.' Ho reports lb 
might soften tho blow to have ib known, 



San Francisco, Oob. 24.— Durranb was as 
unconcerned aa over this morning, but his 
father and mother showed inoroaaed anxiety 
over the outcome of the trial. 

At the request of General DIokin8on, Miaa 
Cunningham waa reoallod to the stand and 
wbb aBked a few unimportanb quoatlona and 
then excused, after which the prosecution 
announced tbab ib reated its case. 

Assistant District Attornoy Peixoto in 
oponlng the argument for the proBooutlon 
said he waa prepared to anawor four ques- 
tions aaked by tho defense at tho opening of 
the oa8e, viz: Where was Blanche Lamont 
murdered 1 — when was she murdered ? — by 
whom was Bhe murdered 1 — and what was 
the motive? Tho prosecution believed ib 
had proved that MIbb Lamont waa murdored 
in Emanuel Baptist ohuroh on the afternoon 
of April 3 by Theodore Durrant. The mo- 
tive, Mr. Peixoto attributed to the unbridled 
passion that had prompted Jaok-the-Ripper 
to murder women in the Whitoohapol dis- 
trict of London. Tho State nover had de- 
manded the life of an innocent man, bub he 
believed tho evidence justified the proaeou- 
tlon in asking for a verdiob of guilty, with 
the penalty fixed at death, Duirant'a pre- 
vious good reputation carried out tho theory 
of the proseoutlon, aa Miaa Lamont would 
not have gone to a lonely place with any- 
body in whom ahe had not the utmost confi- 
dence. 

He then reviewed the testimony from tho 
time Miaa Lamont left the normal school on 
Powell street, in company with Durrant, un- 
til she eutorod the ohuroh with him. After 
dwelling on tho manner In which Durrant 
ontiood tho unsuBpecting girl to tho belfry 
and murdored hor he began an analysis of 
Ourrant'a aotion. " Stripping her body of 
ita olothing and even taking from hor fingers 
the ringa whioh eho wore," he Bald, " the 
defendant laid out tho form of this poor girl 
so that in after years when the skeleton 
should bo found in the belfry there should 
bo nothing to toll thab tho bleaohod bones 
were thoBO of MIbb Lamont. In doing this 
ho did nob go about ib as a person unskilled 
In handling bodioa would havo dono, for ho 
blooked tho head up with plooea of wood bo 
that bho air mlghb circulate freely undor the 
body and reduce tho liability of discovery. 
Then it might bo Buppoeod he would havo 
slipped out of tho church, and gone away 
from a church that must have had so muoh 
horror for him. But not so ; this oool, cal- 
culating young man, who showod on tho 
stand that ho was moro cunning ovon than 
his own lawyers and smarter thanthodlstricb 
abtorney who waa questioning him — Egypt 
In darkness was nono too dark for him 
and he ohoso to remain in the ohuroh. To 
go out ho might have mot Janitor Sadoman 
or somebody olao ho knew ; and, seeing his 
dlshovellod hair, pale faoo and trembling 
form, they would have aBked : " What 
makes you bo palo?" He thorcforo went 
down stairs, probably nob having heard 
King playing tho piano, no his orimo waa all 
that hie mind could contain. Coming 
through tho eliding door Durranb did not 
realize hia pallor, and waa unpreparod for 
tho quoation, Beforo ho thought of the 
full meaning ho unconsciously Hpoko of tho 
orimo ho had committed. " You would be 
palo if you had been through what I havo," 
ho replied. Boon through what?— these 
fateful words could not be even wrung from 
the unwilling witness, King. Thoy wore 
apokou by Durrant when on tho stand in 
ono of those Iapsoa of memory that always 
CDmo to guilty consciences. When he ut- 
tered the words to King ho know at once 
that ho had spoken of his seareb and ab once 
contrived an explanation, Thon hn told tho 
story of having boon ovorcome by gas, the 
truth of whioh hue beon so positively rofuted 
by throo wibnosses. Thoy wero tho worda 
of a guilty man, and told of tho horrible 
crime that he had hoped to conceal.

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STRUGGLING CUBA. 



General Don M. Dickiusou's Appeal 
for the Insurgents— Desperate 
Battles Fought. 



Brutal Shooting of Prisoners by Span 
isli Jailors— Capture of Cuban 
Volunteers. 



Detroit, Oct. 24 —The News prints an 
extended interview with ex-Postmanter 
General Don M. Dickinson on the Cuban 
question. Mr. Dickinson's expressions and 
conclusions are regarded to be to some de- 
gree indloblvo of the sentiment of the na- 
tional administration. In the course of the 
Interview Mr. Diokinson says : 

" VVhilo we muBb maintain the laws of 
neutrality, yet the law of humanity is high- 
er, and whother or not the Unitod States 
recognises the belligerency or the independ- 
ence of Cuba, this country should certainly 
intervene in the interests of civilization to 
restrain the atrooities upon persons and 
property daily perpetrated on the island. 
This is what the Cubans are hoping and 
praying for. No law can restrain the ex- 
pression of our natural feeling of sympathy, 
nor should it restrain, In my opinion, such 
an exprcss'-m from this oountry. Cuba is at 
our doors, iu the highwi y of our commerce, 
so near that as the murdurs go on wooanhear 
the shrieks of women und children and can 
Bee the horrors in Cuba that were ptaaticod 
by thu Duko of Alva iu the Netherlands. 
We can Bend our sympathies to Greece, to 
Poland, to Hungary, but here at home, at 
our vory doors, shall this struggling people 
toss thtir fettered arms on high, and groun 
for 'roodom's gift in vain ?" 

New York, Oot. 24. — Reports of a des 
perato bUllo ia the San Juan coffee growing 
valley, between Holguin and IWapgua, 
wera confirmed by despatches received by 
the Cuban junta. Tho forces were led by 
Gen. Antonio Marcoo, with 3,000 Cubans, 
and Gen. Eohugue, with 1,800 Spaniards. 
The greater portion of the Cubans were not 
actually engaged, according to the report, 
but continued to advance towards the west 
after tho battle. Only 500 cavalry defended 
tho rear of tho Cuban army and kept the 
Spaniards from advancing. The Spanish 
troops hesitated at oritioal times, and did 
not fight with the valor whioh distinguished 
their ancestors. About .'{00 of their number 
were killed. Gen. Macao's westward move- 
ment waB for the purpose of succoring the 
insurgent forces in Santa Clara province, as 
he had received word that they were 
threatened by the columns of Spanish in- 
fantry. The latter was reooived by Act- 
ing Brig. Gen. Bego, who at Manicara is 
holding a position in the mountains about 
midway between Cienfuegos and Trinidad. 
He has about 1,200 men divined into seven 
companies of cavalry und ten cf infantry. 
Ho Btated to Genoral Maoeo in his dispatch 
that the Spanish toroes were massing at 
Cienfuegos, Trinidad and Villa Clara. There 
are three ro&ds to Manicara from these three 
plaoea. Spies reported to General Rego 
that they wore to make a ooncerted attack. 
In Villa Clara there are over 1.800 Span- 
iards, in Cienfuegos about 2,000, and in 
Trinidad 1,500, making in all a formidable 
force to bo repulsed by the Cubans. Ic ia 
supposed that the hardest fighting will oc- 
cur in the province of Santa Clara. 

As soon as tho sugar cane fields are re- 
lieved from tho dampnoss of tho recent 
heavy rains, the insurgents will begin to 
burn them. Gomez has given orders to de- 
stroy everything. 

From Havana comes word that it is the 
daily pruotlco of.lhe Spanish jailors to take 
several prisoners from tho forts and shoot 
them. The prisoners arc stood in line. 
Tea men are selected for death. Perhaps it 
is the first ten, perhaps the last ten, or tho 
middle ten. The names of the condemned 
men are not ascertained. They are simply 
penned up and treated as animals. 

In tho province of Santa Clara, General 
Luquis is said to be rivaling the reputation 
of Garrldo, the butoher, in the eastern pro- 
vince, according to letters received from 
Sagua la Grand*, on the north coast of Cuba. 
His force reoently captured a mountain hos- 
p.tal aear Diego dol Valle, after a fierce 
combat with 200 Cubans, who were guard- 
ing the sick and wounded. In the hospital 
were thirty-one insurgents, unable to parti- 
cipate in the engagement. The Spanish 
soldiers put evory one of them to the bay- 
onet. Hob one of them was left alive. 

Pancho Francisco Garlllo, who is well 
known in this city, was the leader of tho 
Cubans arrested at Ingoa, Bahama islands. 
In company with a score of otherB he Bailed 
on board tho Clyde steamer Delaware from 
Now York city on October 12 Tho vessol 
was bound for Cape Haiti. The little band 
were put .ishora at Ingua in a small boat at 
their own request, although they had 
secured passage to Capo Haiti. They 
took their boat along on board tho 
steamer, tho plan on leaving her being to 
get tho vessel to heave to, launch their 
boat and allow them to go where they pleas- 
ed. Immediately on landing the British 
authorities at Ingua placed the twenty-one 
CubanB under arrest. Thoy were tent to 
Nassau, where they will be triod oa the 
oharge of violating tho foreign enlistment 
und the laws of neutrality. There is great 
oxcitomont at Cuban headquarters booauso 
of the arrest of tho momborB of the expedi- 
tion. The men arrested wore many of them 
implicated in the Wilmington uflTtlr. lo is 
oxpooted that oounsol will be sent to tho 
priaonora noxt Thursday, when tho Ward 
line atoamor Bails for Nassau. 

WASHINGTON", Oot. 24 —A letter received 
at tho navy department from tho commundor 
of tho United Statos stoamor Yantic, at 
Montevideo, Btatcs that on September 16 
laa f , tho [ateumihip San Fiaicisco carrii d 
from that port ovor 1,200 Spaniards 
who had volunteered to join tho Spanish 
army in Cuba. Eleven hundred of these 
were from Uruguay and tho remainder were 
dosorters from the Spanish army, who had 
volunteered to return for service in Cuba. A 
groat proportion of tho total number wero 
mere boys. They wero taken ohargo of on 
the San Francisco by a guard of Spanish 
Boldiera and not allowed to leave. The ship 
bore no Spanish fl.tg or insignia of national- 
ity. No formal enlistments took place 
aahore, but each man on boarding tho vessel 
snrronderod a paper proffering his sorvicoa 
to Spain. 

Madrid, Oct. 24.— Three additional boats 
have boon ordorod to Cuba, und another 
consignment of 1,500 Mauser riflea has been 
forwarded to Havana. 

Minneapolis, Minn., Oob. 24 — A mem- 
ber of the Cuban Junta, who travols for tho 
cigar trade, and who waB a colonel in the 
first Cuban revolution, roachod Minneapolis 
to-day. While rofuBing to havo his name 
mentioned on the ground that the success 
of tho Junta's operationn dopends upon tho 
seorecy of his movoment, ho nevertheless 
gave the latoat newa received by the Junta 
from Cuba, Ho has been concerned in every 
effort of tho American Junta to help the 
Cuban oauso, Including tho Wilmington af- 
fair. The following is a despatch which he 
has just rocoivod from Cuba describing the 
recent revolutionist victory, which gave

"General Maoeo, acting under orders 
from tho war minister, Btartod on the maroh 
from Santiago de Cuba to join General 
Sarohio in Lis Billas, in the province of 
Santa Clara, whoro thoy wero to unite their 
forces and ravage tho eugir plantations. 
The Spanish gob wind of Gen. Maceo's In- 
tentions, and immediately despatched a 
formidable column of 2,800 men under Gen 
Eobague to prevenb the junction of the 
Cuban armies. TbiB column found Gen. 
Maceo as far advanced oa his way as the 
S.»n Juan valley, in the South of Cuba, be- 
tween Polguio und Basaiugus. Gen. Macao 
had ."?,000 men, of whom 500 were 
cavalry and 2,500 infantry. The SpaniBh 
had 200 men less, but this difference was 
more than compensated for by tho posses- 
sion of three excellent piecas of artillery. 
Tho battle begun at once and was fought by 
tho Cubans with grout fury. After four 
houra of terrible fighting, Genoral ISchaguo 
wus driven from the field in a disorderly re- 
treat, loaving five hundred killed and 
wounded men and all his artillory behind 
him. Sinco the buttlo tho Insurgents havo 
overrun Puerto Principe and have effected a 
junction with General Sarchitz at Las Bil- 
laB." 

Tho colonel said: "Wo are bound to 
win ; we control three-fourths of the island 
now. Our men are armed not only with 
Mansurs oaptured from tho Spaniards, but 
also with Winchesters and Reminctons sent 
from the U. S. There aro over UOO officers 
in our army, and more are going every day. 
Only a few of tho relief expeditions we aro 
sending out get into the papers. Wo are 
now planning u couple that will put a final 
quletua on Spain. The Spaniards are fight- 
ing barbarously. They gave no quarter and 
kill the wounded. We aro going to ask tho 
U. S. for recognition when Congress moots. 

" Our president, Salvador Oisnoros, has 
sent Dr. Joaquin Castillo, who will be re- 
membered in connection with the Jeannette 
expedition to this country, to treat with 
President Cleveland. He has nob arrived 
yet and ia probably having trouble gotting 
throngh the lines, " 

KCSS1A AND KOREA. 

Japan {Protests Against Interference by the 
Czar— British and .Russian Warships 
in Korean Waters, 

London, Oot. 24.— A speoial dispatoh 
from Shanghai says thaba Russian tquadron 
of fifteen ships have loft Vladivostock for 
Chemulpo and Fusian. The Japanoseflaot in 
Formosan waters, it is stated, has been re- 
called, and it is announced on excellent 
authority that several British warships 
have been ordered to sail for Korea. It ia 
stated at Shanghai that Japan's reply to the 
demand of Ruaaia that the former evaoaato 
Korea ia couched in pacific, bub firm lan- 
guage. It protests against the dictation of 
Russia iu Korean affairs. It is regarded ab 
Shanghai as certain that Russia will per- 
manently ocoupy Fusian. Tho Shanghai 
dispatch also states that the situation of af- 
fairs is most grave, and that preparations 
for the expeotcd struggle are visible on all 
sides, bat it 1b hopod that a solution of the 
difficulty will be found in Russia and Japan 
agreeing to divide Korea. 

CHARGED WITH MURDER. 

A Buffalo Medical Man Under Arrest— Result of 
a Criminal Operation. 

Buffalo, N.Y., Oct. 24.— Mias Annie 
Cavanaugh, a handsome young lady of 
wealth and refinement, died to-day at 176 
West Monro street, as a result of a criminal 
operation performed by Dr. J. C. Harper, 
who has been arrested on a charge of mur- 
der, and has confessed to committing an 
operation, but claims tho step wus nocessary 
as an attempt to save the girl's life. The 
girl came from Cardinal, Ont., her home, 
acoompanied by a lady friond. Tho im- 
mediate oauso of death was blood-poisoning. 
After her death Dr. Harper endeavored to 
have the body buried without any dieolos- 
ureB being made, but tho undertakera had 
their suspicions arouacd and took tho oorpso 
to the morgue whero an examination was 
made and the cause of doath established.

The appointment of tho Provincial Min 
eralogiet is of such imporbanoo to tho mining 
industry of Brltiah Columbia that ib la aatia 
faotory to know thab in Professor Carlyle 
bhe Provinoe has obtained the services of a 
man of unusual ability and experience, and 
whose reputation as a Mining Engineer not 
only stands high in Canada, bub alio In the 
United Sbatea and In England, 

After a four yoara' training and experl 
encs aa a Mining Engineer, Mr. Carlyle, in 
1887) graduated from the MoGill University 
in Montroal, gaining the British Association 
of Science Gold Medal for proficiency in en 
gineerlng subjects, and also First Class Hon 
ors from Sir William Dawaon in Natural 
Saiencea, viz : Geology, Mineralogy, Chem 
labry, and Photography. He was afterwards 
engaged for two seasons of five months eaoh 
on the Government Goological Survey of the 
Laurentian mountains. He afterwards be- 
camo Mining Engineer for Mr. D. R. E. 
Brown, Aapon, Colorado, ono of tho largest 
and moat auooeaaful mining operators in thab 
Sbate, and while there he waa oonBtantly on- 
gaged In tho various operationa of mine en- 
gineering, mine examination, aarvoying and 
l&w-Buib work in bhe largeab minea of that 
famous camp. 

Ab Aapen Mr. Carlyle pub in tho damB, 
flumes, ditohoa, pipe bins, etc, of a water 
aupply euffiolent to gonerato 2,000 h.p. of 
electrio power, Aapen being the Qrab place 
on tho continent to introduce sucoeaHfully 
tho gonoral ubo of electricity In all mining 
work. 

Ho waa also connected with the construc- 
tion of a large mill for the concentration of 
low grado oreB, and spent a considerable 
time in making a comploto survey and geo- 
logioai examination of Smuggler Cub in 
Colorado for Mr. Brenton, a member of the 
British Institution of Mining Engineering 
in England, who speoially sent to Canada 
for Mr. Carlyle to take charge of the work. 
In relation to hla aorvicea Mr. Brontonsays : 

" Mr. Carlyle haa made for mo mapa, geo- 
logical aoclione, and modcla of many mines 
in this District and in other parts aa well aa 
in Montana, For tho paat bwo yeara ho haa 
boon engineer for me upon tho Cowonhoven 
M. T. & T. D. Tunnol Company and the prop- 
erty of tho ' Delia S.' Mining Company, all 
bhe worka of which ho haa completely map- 
pod, sootlonizad and modelled. All the 
work has been performed in a moat aatisfac- 
tory manner, and it ia with groat rogrot that 
I loam of hia intontion to return to Canada. 
Mr. Carlylo haa thoroughly familiarized 
himself with tho different methods of min- 
ing, valuing mines and treating precloua 
metal ores, and in Bhort haB Ioat no oppor- 
tunity of studying tho dotaila of hla profes- 
sion, and I can hoartily rocommond him for 
any position connected therewith." 

Mr. Brown in writing of Mr. Carlylo 
aaya : 

" Ho haa been oonnootcd with tho largeab 
mining operations in thia Diatrict (Aapon) 
and cooatantly ongagod in tho different 
branchca of hia profeaaion. Ho haa had an 
oxoellenb opportunity of becoming tho- 
roughly acquainted with tho beat Weatern 
methods of mining, milling, and tho uaoa of 
olootriclty in mining. In all tho works douo 
by him he has given full satisfaction, and 
haa always provod himself thoroughly truat- 
worbhy." 

Mr. Carlylo waa afterwards appointed 
Professor and Leoturorab MoGill Unlveralty 
on Mining and Moballurgy, which appoint, 
monb ho now holds, and he was specially 
recommondod by Dr. Dawaon and tho Proai- 
dont of tho University as peculiarly fibtod 
for tho appointment of Provincial Mineral- 
ogist for British Columbia. Hia dutioa will 
consieb in visiting and inspecting tho mining 
districts of tho Provlnoo and reporting to the 
Minister of Minos on tho same, and hia 
offioial reports will bo available for the in- 
formation of tho public Ho will organize 
aud superintend under the instruction of tho 



Minister of Mines all the work conneoted 
with the Mining Department of the Govern- 
ment, which is now assuming huge propor- 
tions. During bhe winter months he will 
give ieotures and instruotion on Mining, 
Mineralogy and Geology ; in faot, he will be 
a centre from which useful, practioal and re- 
liable information oan be obtained with re- 
gard to the mining induatrica of the Pro- 
vlnoo and tho beat methods of developing 
them. 

In 1892 Mr. Carlylo visited profeBaionally 
bhe iron and copper minea of Lake Superior ; 
in 1393 ho worked in the Gold Mills of Cen- 
tral City, and afterwards in U.o smeltera at 
Denver ; in 1894 ho viBited some minea in 
New York and other states, and also in 
Eastern Canada, and the lata summer vaca- 
tion he haa spent profeealonally in the Black 
Hill country in the United States. 

British Columbia la fortunate in obtaining 
bhe services of a man of such wido and 
varied experience. 



JUST CRITICISM. 



The Toronto World takes the right view 
of Mr. Laurier'a milk-and-water way of 
doaling with an Important publio question. 
No ono, whether ho ia Conservative or Lib- 
eral, for a moment supposes that atateBmon 
when they are roally ab work indulge in 
weuk and wishy-washy aentlmenb, howover 
amiable it may bo. Thoro is not a traao of 
it to bo eoen in ctato papora and In the busi- 
noaa utterances of thoso engagod in doing 
bhe work of government They have some- 
bhing elao to think of, and they have no 
time to waste in manufacturing protty 
phraeoa or in poliahing lino sentences which 
oontain llttlo or no moaning. Tho World 
in a recent number says : 

Mr. Laurier'a method ia aa followa : " I 
would approach thia man Greenway with tho 
sunny ways of patriotism, asking him to be 
just and to be fair, asking him to be gener- 
ous to tho minority in order that we may 
have peace amongst all tho oroede and raoea 
which it haB pleased God to bring upon this 
oorner of our common country." 

ThiB is nob statesmanship. Tho political 
affairs of the world are nob conducted on 
these aontimental lines. " The sunny ways of 
patriotism " may appeal to Greenway and 
hla cold blooded prairie farmers in a way 
that would shock the dignity of Canada's 
would-be premier. Greab Interests such as 
thoso Involved In tbia Ibsuo are nob usually 
adjuBted by "aunny ways" nor by tho 
poraonal magnetiBm of oven the most com- 
manding personality in public life. Mr. 
Laurier'a policy ia weak and puerile be- 
oause ho runa away from an issue thab is 
fully developed and that is clamoring for 
settlement. Whatever vlewB Conservatives 
may have on the controversy, they are 
united in their readineaa to face tho issuo, 
and take the oonaequenoos. Mr. Laurier 
would postpone the evil day ami keep the 
oountry in a prolonged ferment, Tho proa- 
ent |ia no time for a vacillating, dilatory 
policy. Mr. Laurier's proposed oommisBion 
ia merely a subterfuge to relievo him of the 
neceasity of fairly and squarely facing bhe 
iasue. Ib ia juab poaalble in bhe aettlement 
of thia queation aomething may havo to 
give. Thia aomething will be the weakeab of 
bhe contending foroea. The sooner the tug- 
of -war is over tho better it will be for the 
welfare of the country. 



GIVIO MISRULE. 

Almoab everywhere on thia aide of the At- 
lantic olvio government ia deolared to be 
a failure. Tho complaint that city rulora 
aro inoompotont and corrupt ia all bub uni- 
voraal, and the citizens of many placea are 
looking aboub them for some way of manag- 
ing civic affaire which will prove moro effeo- 
tivo than the mothoda now in ubo. The 
principal cities of Canada join In the gonoral 
lament. Toronto is longing for civic reform. 
Montreal ia disgusted with tho mismanage- 
ment and tho oxtruvaganoo of bhe corpora- 
bion. Obbawa wants bo romodel its oity 
council ; and dozens of other cities, like 
Vlotoria, are beginning to dospair of bolng 
able to obtain any Improvemonb. 

Some of those who are dlBsatlBfied wih 
the present state of things are asking for the 
intervention of Government. For tho sake 
of having thoir city's affaira hotter adminla- 
tored than they are and than thoy havo boen 
they aro willing to give up thoir privileges 
aa doctors and ab any rate for a time plaoo 
them in the handa of tho provincial authori- 
ties. Among these ia Mr. Goldwin Smith. 
Ho In a recent letter on tho subjoob of clvio 
miagovernmont aaid : " There aeema to bo 
a gonoral agreement as to tho faot that the 
affaira of our oity aro ab present in a critical 
atato, and a pretty gonoral agreement in tho 
belief that the chief oauao is tho want of con- 
tinuity, system, forosight and Bcionce in tho 
administration. " Tho romody for thia un- 
fortunate atato of things this aooompllshod 
publicist bolloves is Govornmonb interposi- 
tion. 

" It la for tho Government and Legisla- 
ture," ho aays, " now to tako tho matter in 
hand. Legislation whon needed, as it mani- 
festly ia in thia oa.se, ia thoir duty. Publio 
meotinga may help to form opinion, but they 
load to no action ; obill loaa to individual 
projoota of reform." 

What Mr. Goldwin Smith recommended 
for Toronto ia aomething like what wae 
noisily and indignantly rejected for Victoria 
by thoso who wanted to be conaidorod tho 
advocatos and upholdora of popular rights, 
(There is, however, no auoh outory inToronto. 
City governmonb by commission la calmly 
and rationally discussed In the cities of tho 
East. Mr. Goldwin Smith, who boldly ad- 
vocatoa Govornmont intorferonco, waB not 
oven drummed out of tho oity, and thoso 
who think aa ho dooa have nob boen hold up 
to publio reprobation. 

The Montroal Star, which ia a zealous and 
fearlosa advocate of oivio roform, ahowa tho 
citizens of Montroal, aa tho oitizona of Vic- 
toria have time and again boon shown, thab 
they have tho romody in their own handa if 
i hoy had only tho onergy and tho public 
spirib to apply it. Ib says : — 

There is ono thing for tho tsxpayor in re- 
volt to romembor, howovor, and thab ia that 
under almost any system of oity government 
known to progroaslvo civilization, ho oan gob 
tho right men at tho hoad of things if ho will 
only labor hard enough at tho task. Ho has 
tho dishonest oupidiby of the few and tho 
Insane Indifforonoo of the many toovorcomo, 
bub bhoy havo boen overoome and they oan 



ba again. Why, even Tammany was beaben 
last year by a few resolute men led by a 
preacher. 

Tho main reaeon why the corrupt element 
wina so steadily in oivio politics, is the lack 
of tireless, capable and aggressive reform 
leadership. The people are overwhelmingly 
for reform when you put it bofore them in 
an unmiatakablo form, and ring your alaim 
bell loudly enough. 

This is all true enough, bub the Star, if we 
do nob greatly mistake, will find, as have 
others In Montreal and elsewhere who have 
triod to stir up the oitlzena to exeroiae the 
powera they undoubtedly poaaeea, thab it is 
laboring in vain— that it is aa a voice of one 
orying in tho wilderneas. 

AN AMERICAN ON LYNCHING. 

Evory now and then wo seo horrible ao- 
oounta of lynohinga in the AmerioaD newa- 
paperB. TheBO lynohinga are not confined 
to ono state or to one seotion of the Union. 
The crime ia committed with groater or less 
frtquonoy all ovor the country, from New 
York to California | and from Maine to 
TexaB. Why such outrages should be com- 
mitted with comparative impunity In a 
highly civilized conntry like tho United 
Statoa appoara to be a myatery to the Am- 
ericana themBolvea. The Argonaut, com- 
menting upon the faot thab tho Governor of 
tho State of California haa offered a reward 
of five hundred dollars for tho arrest and 
conviotion of all or any of tho men con- 
cerned In t.'ie recent lynohinga in bhab State, 
aaya : 

Ia there some strange madness in the 
American brain J — some poiaonoua ichor in 
the Arnorioan blood ? How else can wo ac- 
count for this ouriouu reversion to barbarism 
in a community so highly civilized as is that 
of the United States ? If it were confined 
to the lower and moro vicious olements of 
the population, it might bo compressible. 
But it is not. In evory lynching bhrough- 
oub tho land bhe Iooal papor hints darkly 
thab bho leaders of bhe mob wore " promin- 
ent oltlzonB." For every lynching through- 
cut tho land thero aro found defenders 
among intelligent men. It ia only a fort- 
night einco a reader of this journal wrote to 
us asking us to " decide an argument " he 
had with another man — evidently a person 
of education — yob who maintained thab 
" Durranb ought to bo lynched." And on 
bho heels of that, H. J. MoCoy, seoretary 
of the Young Mon'a Chriatlan Association, 
was brought before the bar of Judge Mur- 
phy's court to answer for contempt, ho hav- 
ing Informed Juror Truman that " If the 
jury did not hang Durranb, tho people would 
hana tho jurymen." 

Whon the public mind ia bo hopelessly ab 
sea upon thia queablon aa theso facta show, 
it ia usoleas to expoot much improvement 
from the publio itaolf. If the poople cannot 
hoo thab every timo thoy strangle a murder- 
er illegally they commit a greater orime 
bhan bhe murdorer himBolf did, bhey muBb be 
made toaee it. The power of the State, the 
majesty of the law, must bo maintained. If 
moba take murderora from tho handa of the 
officers of the law and the machinery of tho 
oourts, tho courts and the officers of the law 
muab look to the moba. Governor Budd'a 
move la a step in the righb direction. 

It la nob a little aurprising that the Amer- 
icans have nob yeb found out that the lynch- 
logs, torribleaa thoy aro.havo not tho deterrent 
offeot thab they are intended to have. In 
spite of the lynohings, the sumo orimea for 
which aummary execution with torture 
is the punishment are committed. Lynch- 
ing le vory far from putting 
an end to them.- It surely does occur to 
some even of thoso who take parb in bho 
lynchings that a prompt and foarloes admin- 
istration of law would havo a bobber effect 
than tho hasty acta of vengoanua.ln which 
tho innocent muat of necessity ofton Buffer 
the punhhment Intended for bho guilty. Ib 
would bo indoed singular if tho law, duly 
and purely administered, would not be moro 
effective in tho repression of crlmo than tho 
lynchings, which may quito as ofton oauao 
a thirab for vongeanco aa a horror of crime 
or dread of puniehmonb. 

Tho Argonaub hopea that the action of tho 
Governor of California will bo tho beginning 
of a greatly noedod reform, When thoao 
who tako parb in a lynohing outrage find 
bhab they uro exposed to puniehmonb and 
aro regarded both by bhe law and the com 
munity aa criminals, they will not bB so 
ready to repeat tho offence as thoy aro now 
whon thoy are regardod by thoir neighbors 
and associates, if not as heroes, at leaat aa 
mon who havo performed a necesBary if un 
pleasant duty. When executing a man ao 
cuBod of committing a crimo without trial by 
tho proporly conetitutod courta is regardod 
by tho oitizena of tho United Statea general 
ly aB murder, which it no doubt ie, thoro 
will Boon bo an end of lynohing ; and the 
crimoe for which lynohing la now in many 
places regarded aa a rightooue punishment 
will without doubt bo far loea frequonb than 
thoy aro at present.

Ald Macmillan oljeoted to an item of 
$200 for tho now fire hall at Oaklands and 
wanted it struck oub. 

Ald. Hall wanted to know what right 
tho fire wardens had to order tho lumber 
and havo it haulod on tho ground before the 
appropriation was made. 

Ald. Macmillan w as of opinion thab tho 
wardens had proceeded illegally aa no war- 
rant had been issued yet by tho auditor. 

Ald Brago replied that tbo council had 
adopted tho recommendation of tho fire war- 
dens. 

Ald. Partridge had tho reports of tho 
firo wardens adopted by tho council read, 
and maintained that tho fire wardens had 
thereby been given authority to proceed. 

Ald Humphrey waB of opinion that, the 
work should bo dono by oontracb. 

Ald Cameron Baid he hed nob boon in 
favor of the expenditure, and thero waB no 
doubt the firewardens had acted Irregularly, 
bub he folb that tho council hod already oom 
mitted themselves to having the hall buiit 
and he would vote for tho item.

Ald. Macmillan objooted to the sum of

association, bub tho sum was passed. 

Tho by-law appointing Mr. W. J. Taylor 
oity barrister at $83 a month, and Mr. C. 
Dubois Mason oity solicitor ab $125 per 
month waa passed. 

The proposal to utlliza the apaoe between 
the cofferdam and main dam of the water- 
works for a sottling basin was laid over aa it 
WftB not considered wiBe to do anything at 
present. 

Ald. Williams, as ohairman of the water 
works committoe, did nob consider it advis 
able for the city to pub men at work there 
until tho contractors wero through. If the 
city wanted a Bottling basin they could take 
up tho work later if desired, though ho ques- 
tioned tbo necessity. 

Aid. Humphroy, tho Mayor and others 
folt it would be unwieo to touch the coffer- 
dam until tho contractors were through, for 
if any mishap uccurrod the contractors 
would throw the blame on the oity, 

Tho matter waa thoreforo laid over.

Light felts — light uot only in color 
but iu weight — are prominent ninong 
tlio autumn bonnets. Palo gray, golilon 
brown, heliotrope, unci all the dark 
shades are shown in shapes that incline 
to small pokes. These bonnets fit the 
head with the comfort of a capoto, but 
have the slightly flaring brim that per-

rnits the placing of delicate faco trim- 
ming and really gives but that sugges- 
tion of a brim that is always pretty in 
a bonnet. The capoto shapes, which aro 
always in fashion, are dovoloped in vel- 
vet and satin, the material being laid 
softly over tho frame, and, while suffi- 
ciently full, still the air of heavy drap- 
ing is avoided. Capotes of golden brown 
satin aro decorated with butterfly wings 
of buttor colored laco and having a rath- 
er high but full bunch of velvet black 
eyed Susans. 

French milliners invariably put ties 
in their bonnets. In many instances 
they aro romoved, but women of good 
taste realize that a smart air is given 
by these ties, as they invariably, if ono 
is skillful in arranging them, add to 
any virtues nnd tone down any imper- 
fections of the face. 

Tho Dutch bonnet will bo worn, but 
the rosette effect so much liked last sea- 
son will givo placo to a high trimming, 
not miliko a pompon, at tho back. Jets 
and spangles of all kinds for outlining 
are in vogue, and for evening bonnets 
crowns richly embroidered in beads and 
spanglos aro shown. Jot tiaras aro liked 
on all black bonnets, but as tho abso- 
lute round crown is tho shapo chosen it 
must bo confessed that it is rather try- 
ing. Smaller tiaras in rhinestones aro 
shown for evening bonnets, and by tho 
French milliners aro put upon white or 
very pale gray velvet. 

Mistakes are frequently made by ama- 
teurs in not shaping frames to suit tho 
head, and so tho bonnot, being eithor 
too largo or too small, will produco a 
grotesque effect greatly to bo dreaded. 
Caro must bo shown, too, ill tho ar- 
rangement" of upstanding feathers. 

Flowers as woll as feathers appear on 
the winter bonnets, but in making a 
choice ono must consider exactly what 
wear, will be givou to the bonnet and 
■whether bright huod blossoms will har- 
monize with the hour and the toilet. Tho 
style of coiffuro has much to do with 
tho arrangement of tho bonnet on tho 
head. If tho hair is parted, tho bonnet 
is placed a littlo farther back than it is 
if either a pompadour or a bang is worn. 

Flower rosettes are made of tiny 
rosebuds and of violets. 

Black and white is liked in quiet styl- 
ish chapeaux, and as black velvet will 
be greatly in vogue both for wraps and 
costumes the popularity of this contrast 
is certain, and its adoption by well bred 
women assured, according to The La-

dies' Homo Journal, in which is illus- 
trated along with other styles an elabo- 
rate evening bonnet, tho tiny crown of 
which is square and entirely composed 
of pearl beads. Tho narrow brim, fit- 
ting tho head quite closely, is of coarse 
ecru laco, stiffened to the desired shapo. 
At each side of tho front, exactly as if 
they wero rosettes, is an American beau- 
ty roso, with one or two of its leaves ar- 
ranged about it quite closoly. From out 
of tho ono on tho loft side there springs 
hu aigrot of white heron's feathors. 
Just across tho front between the roses 
and concealing the joining of brim and 
crown is a band of pink velvet thickly 
studded with rhinestones. At the back, 
just in tho center, is a high bunch of 
tho loaves of the lily of thovalloy, while 
two small rosettes of theso dainty flow- 
ers are at oach side of this leaf aigrot, 
but pressed closoly to it and quite short 
stemmed. Tho ties aro of pink velvet 
ribbon, and mayor may not bo retained, 
or tho conventional black velvet may be 
substituted, as is most becoming.

New materials and now designs are. 
presented on every side. Beginning with 
colors, it is already apparent thai brown 
in various shades and mixtures is a fa- 
vorite.

Every Bill for tho paiticular intoiest or ben- 
efit of any person or persona is treated in Par, 
liamont as a Private Bill. Whethor it bo for 
tho intorest of an individual, e. public company 
or corporation, a city or municipality, or other 
locality, it is equally distinguished from a 
measuro of public policy, in which tho wholo 
community aro Intorcsted; and this diatino 
Hon is marked by tho solicitation of Prtvato 
Bills by tho parties thomsolves whoso Interests 
aro concorned. By the standing orders of tho 
Houso all Prlvato Bills, or Bills to amend tho 
samo, are required to bo brought In upon pot! 
tloc, acd tho paymont of fees by tho promoters 
is an Indispensable condition to tholr progresB. 
Public Bills to amend Privoto Bills can be in 
troduced by a momber of tho Qovornmont, but 
not by a privato membor.

Tho father has lassoed a wild horse, sad- 
dled and bridled him and now bids his 
son mount tho animal. Tho boy hangs 
buck, tho colt is a fiery creature and al- 
ready rostivo under restraint Tho fa- 
ther tolls his son that tho horso shall bo 
his owu when ho has conquered it, but 
tho lad does not move. Tho lookers on 
are smiling, and tho cavalcade does not 
wait. "Get up," says the father. 

The boy slowly advances, and tho colt 
quickly recedes, but tho boy, grasping 
his mane, swings himself into tho sad- 
dle. Tho father lots go, and so does tho 
colt — rears, jumps, wriggles, humps his 
back like an infuriated cat, stands on 
his foro legs and kicks at his own tail, 
paws tho air and stamps the earth, but 
tho boy clings to him until, with a sud- 
den jerk, the saddle girth is broken, and 
ho i.s landed ovor the head of the excited 
creature, which runs for dear life and 
lihorty. Brought back, protesting by 
twists and shakes of his hoad, he is 
again mounted and again frees himself. 

Aftor two or threo repetitions of this 
sort of thing tho. boy- becomes nngry, 
and tho mother grows anxious. Sho runs 
to her son as ho is scrambling up from 
tho ground, feels him all over mid 
moves his legs and arms to seo if ho is 
hurt. Ho is impatient at the dolay. Ho 
is going to master that pony now or die 
for it. This time he stays on. In vain 
tho nnimal lashes himself into foam and 
fury. Tho hoy sticks to him like tho 
shirt of Nessus, and tho father at last 
leads the indivisable pair between tho 
tent poles which trail behind a sophis- 
ticated family horso, and there, fenced 
iu, they journey all day, trying to get 
usod to each other. Tho pony does not 
see his way out of tho poles and is forc- 
ed to keep up with tho procession. —

HENIiY CLEWS' CIRCULA.K. 

The Situation Calls for Conservatism and Dis- 
crimination— The " Kiilllr Cruzo " In 
London mid Paris. 

In hia Wall atroot circular, dated New 
York, Oot. 19, Hanry Clows Bays : 

" Wall street remains dull and devoid of 
speculative interest. Tho situation affords 
little to attract outside interest!, and trans- 
actions are ohitfly confined to tho profes- 
sionals. The market, however, still shows 
aonsidorablo inhorent strength In tho ub 
senco of any important reulizlDg on ' long ' 
stook. Some uneasiness has been caused by 
a return of firmnesa in foreign exchange. 
Tho imports continue large, and the advances 
In ootton and wheat toed to limit the ex- 
ports and consequently to keep down the 
supply of oomniorolal exohango. There ie 
also somo disappointment at the course of 
the local money market, for In Bpite of the 
still largo drain of currency to tho Interior 
the rate of interest keops low. 

"Another undesirable feature haB been 
tho roturn of ate oka from London ; that, 
however, ia not a positively discouraging 
fact, as there is a steady outflow of bonds to 
an oxtont which about offsets tho reflux of 
ahorea. Theao facta tend to neutralize the 
hops that tho course of the foreign exchang- 
es would prove to be Btoadily downward and 
would ultimately reaoh a point admitting of 
the importation of gold, 

"How far we may hope to plaoeour secur- 
ities abroad during the next few months 
muat depend principally (1) upon what may 
be forthcoming in respeat to the 
treasury gold problem, and (2) upon tbo out- 
come of tho 'Kaffir' craze In London and 
Parla. Aa to tho former, all la uncertainty. 
Aa to the ' Kaffir Circus,' nothing la mora 
certain than it must como down with a ter- 
rific crash and that at no vory distant porlod. 
This week'a Stock Exchange settlement in 
tho BtufT haa boon Burmounted without ser- 
ious disturbance ; but sololy through adroit) 
financing of tho moat desperate oharaoter, 
Tho wholo speculation resta upon tho card- 
board foundation of ono daring ad- 
venturer, whose almost Bole resource 
ia tho wind by which ho has 
aucceeded in inflating to the last point of 
tension hundreds of millione of issues mojb- 
ly devoid of intrinsic value. Thero ia no 
solid oapltal Interest behind tho speculation 
to Buatain lb when the point of collapse has 
been reached ; and meantime the process of 
dlstruat and realizing ia pushing affairs to- 
wards tho crisis. The end therefore is 
likely to bo sharp and sudden, and must 
develop Into a groat sensation. 

" Upon the whole, the situation in Brooks 
is ono that oalla for oonsorvatlsm and dis- 
crimination."

THE EGG DANCE. 



A Beautiful Feat That Is Performed by 
Hindoo Juggling Girls. 

Ouo of tho most wonderful of the 
many feats performed by Hindoo jug- 
glers is tho egg dance. Usually it is ex- 
ecuted b" a girl, fantastically dressed. 
She melius uso of tho willow wheel, 
around which at equal distances are 
threads, and at tho oud of each thread 
thero is a noose, hold opon by a bead. 

This wheel tho girl places on her 
head, while who carries a basket of eggs 
on hor arm. When tho music strikes up, 
sho begins to dance, and the wheel bo- 
gius to spin around. Sho then takes an 
egg from tho basket, places it in ouo of 
tho thread nooses and throws it from 
her with sufficient foreo to draw tho 
knot tight. Tho spinning of tho wheel 
keops tho thread stretched, with tho egg 
at#ho oud of it. 

Sho thou takes another egg from tho 
baskot, places it in another nooso and 
repeats this until there is an egg in ev- 
ery uooso. Hor fantastio costume, hex 
perfect motion and all tho eggs swing- 
ing on tho stretched threads at once pre- 
sent a vory pretty sight indeed. It re- 
quires much art to executo the dance, 
for at ouo false step tho eggs would bo 
dashed together, tho dance spoiled and 
tho dancer thereby disgraced. 

After dancing for a timo with all tho 
eggs swinging around her head sho takes 
them out of the nooso ono by ono, all 
the timo keeping tho wheel balanced 
and in motion, and again places them 
in tho basket on her arm. 

When tho dance is finished, the spec- 
tators aro allowed to examine tho eggs 
to see that they aro real. — Philadelphia 
Times.

J. SI. Burke Tells .Soruethiusr About 
the Wonderful Progress of 
the District.

Matting- Works Being Erected-Eoss- 
land's Position Assures It a 
Grand Future. 



John M. Burke, who arrived from Ross- 
land yesterday, had some interteatiog facts 
to give in regard to the progress of the won- 
derfully rioh Trail Creek mining diatrict. 
Tho Robert E. Lee mine, bo said, is getting 
ready to ship a quintlty of ore, averaging 
$60 a ton in gold. The machinery for tho 
mine had just arrived when ho left thero a 
fow dayB ago. Tho Little Kid Smelting 
Worke, of Butto, Montana, are putting up a 
matting plant at Trail, with a capacity of 
lot) tons a day. li will bo managed by 
Messrs. Hinds and Breen. They have 
made a contract with the Le Rol 
mine for 100 tona u day, which will leave 
them only f>0 tons a day to purohase from 
other minos. There aro snvon minos now 
shipping out an aggregate of 250 tons a day 
running about $50 in gold. TIiobo minus 
aro the War Eagle, Le Roi, Jo3ie, Iron 
Horao, Clifr, Evening Star, and Columbia. 
Inaldo of sixty days tho R. E. Loo, Homo- 
stake and Crown Point will also bo shipping, 
and olherB will swell tho output before the 
winter ia through. Tho ore ia copper, car 
rying gold, and Mr. Burke is of opinion that 
before long other matting plants besides 
that at Trail will bo erected. He lookB for 
a good business time for Roasland during 
the winter, for a coating of anow if anything 
makes the roads better for hauling. 

The moat recent strike in tho diatrict is a 
fine body of ore whioh has been unoovored 
in the Colonna mine, half a mile from Robb 
land. The 'edge is five feet wide, running 
$70 to J80 in gold and 1G per cent, in oop 
per, the highest percentage of copper so far 
of any of the mines in tho district. ' The 
Colonna haa been bought by H. L. Franks 
& Smith, of Butte, but the price paid Mr. 
Burko did not know. 

Mr, Burko expressed his Burprhe that 
more interest had not been taken in British 
Columbia mines by Canadian and English 
capitalists, instead of lotting tho Amorioana 
get in ahead of them. All the development 
in the Trail Creok district outaide of three 
mines has takon place since laab April. 
Now thore are 500 men working in 
the mines, and Roasland haa a population of 
2,000. Mr. Burko believes it Is the boBt 
mining camp in tho Northwest, and the 
probabilities of its future are simply im 
menae. Before long Rossland will bo ua big 
as Butte ; and ib ia aituated right in the 
centre of the mines, -so that no other town 
oan enter into competition with It. Four 
atages a day run thero from Northport, and 
two from Trail. Mr. Corbin expeota soon to 
atart on hia railway branch from 
Northport to Trail Creek. He has 
been hindered by a difficulty in 
getting the right of way from 
tho United States authorities through tho 
Indian resorvo on the American Bide, but 
that haa been about settled now. The road 
will be about 18 miles long. Then there 
will be a tramway built at once by Mesara 
Breen & Hinds from the matting plant at 
Trail to Rosaland. 

Messrs. Johnson, Clarence King and 
others of the leading aciontifio and practioal 
men of the United States, besides English 
experts, have examined the district and 
none of them have ever diaagreed with the 
opinion that,as far aa development has gone, 
it is to-day the besb mining district in tho 
Northwest. 

Speaking of the representatives of English 
syndicates that have recently vicitcd the 
district Mr. Burke stated that tho Clifton 
and St. E>mo Consolidated have beon 
bondod for §225 000 from Warden !c Cook 
by Mr. F. S. Barnard.
